He declared he and his fello w judges are 
“ baffled by what appears to be an unbro ken 
pattern o f dependency , 
neglect and 
de­ 
linquency handed do wn fro m o ne genera­ 
tio n to ano ther.” 
He said the “ plain facts are that o ur 
ho mes and scho o ls, which sho uld be the bul­ 
warks o f prev entio n, are in many instances 
breeding gro unds fo r new generatio ns o f de­ 
linquency -pro ne children ” 
He said we must pass o n to o ur pro geny 
o ld-fashio ned strengths and v irtues which 
hav e serv ed o ur so ciety well and can co n­ 
tinue to do so . 
With all these po ints we agree. What we 


canro t agree with is that the creatio n o f a 
fedtral department o f y o uth and family af­ 
fairs wo uld acco mplish the desired ends by 
so lv ng the deplo rable pro blems 
J udge Riederer suggests a federal 
de­ 
partment wo uld pro v ide an o v er-all guidance 
no w lacking. He believ es an ex ecutiv e o r­ 
der 
co mbining 
ex isting 
federal 
agencies 
into a cabinet-lev el department wo uld be the 
answer. 
But he also co ncedes the ex isting agencies 
hav e no i 
pro v ided 
spectacular leadership 
in the field. Whether they wo uld be able to 
o ffer better leadership under single direc­ 
tio n 1s o pen to questio n. 


IT IS ENTIRELY POSSIBLE that the cre­ 
atio n o f such a department might further 
wteken effo rts to so lv e the basic pro blems 
o f dependency , neglect and delinquency by 
enco uraging the dependency o f scho o l and 
ho me o n the federal agency . What is so rely 
needed is a new willingness o n the part o f 
the scho o l and the ho me, especially the lat­ 
ter. to accept its respo nsibilities in teaching 
new generatio ns the o ld-fashio ned mo ral and 
so i al v irtues. 
In this regard, it seems to us the natio n’s 
juv enile judges themselv es, sitting in each 
lo cal co mmunity and acutely aware o f each 
co mmunity ’s weaknesses in dealing with its 
y o trih co uld be an infinitely mo re po werful 
fo rte o n lo cal and state go v ernments fo r 
instilling this sense o f repo nsibility than a 
fedpral agency co uld be 
There is no do ubt J udge Riederer and 
his co lleagues are sincerely interested in 
halting the indiv idual and so cial tragedies 
o f 
juv enile 
dependency 
and 
delinquency . 
That is why it was disappo inting to find him 
adv o cating the trite pro po sal o f a federal 
department o f y o uth to do the jo b. 


Khrushchev Changes His Boast 


Within the sco pe o f recent memo ry Nikita 
Khrushchev was bo asting the co mmunists 
wo uld o utpro duce U.S. agriculture in the 
fo reseeable future. No w he has changed his 
tune: He predicts the co mmunists will o ut­ 
pro duce U.S. industry in the nex t decade. 
One reaso n fo r the switch in bo asts is the 
m serable failure o f co mmunist agriculture 
this y ear wherev er co mmunist states ex ist. 
Co llectiv izatio n in farm o peratio ns 
nev er 
has wo rked well fo r the Reds, but the mo st 
disastro us co llapse o f all co uld no t hav e co me 
at a wo rse time fo r Khrushchev in terms o f 
his pro paganda war. 
Like a pro fessio nal po litico , therefo re, he 
seeks to div ert attentio n fro m the ludicro us 
farm bo ast by talking abo ut so me o ther 
realm o f eco no mic co mpetitio n. 
But here is ano ther reaso n fo r i s o pti­ 
mistic predictio n in the heart o f Re nani’s 
sttel-pro ducing regio n. Khrushchev is wo r­ 
ried abo ut the gro wing eco no mic strength o f 
the West in general and the Euro pean Co m­ 
mo n Market in particular. So are his co l­ 
leagues in the satellite co untries o f eastern 
Euro pe

Also v ital to the merger questio n is the 
pro blem o f No rtheast’s ro utes fro m New Eng­ 
land to Flo rida, no w up fo r renewal in an un­ 
decided case. Witho ut such ro utes it might 
be ueerr.ed undesirable to add No rtheast to 
TWA's do mestic netw-o rk. 
, 
The key figure in this weleter o f high fi­ 
nance befo re and since TWA, is Ho ward 
Ro bard Hughes J r., no w 5 6. He inherited, be­ 
fo re he was 21, a large interest in Hughes 
To o l fo unded by his father. Hughes To o l’s pri­ 
mary co ncern was. and still is, the making 
o f cil-dnlling equipment, but when the y o ung­ 
er Hughes to o k o v er in 1924 the size o f the 
co mpany was many millio ns away fro m the 
present estimated to tal assets o f $293 millio n. 
Fio m the o peratio ns o f this co mpany , so le­ 
ly 
o wned, Mr. Hughes has been able to 
many millio ns y early m finance o ther v en­ 
tures in such div erse areas as mo tio n pic­ 
tures, aircraft manufacture, and e\en brew­ 
ing. Success fo llo wed success in mo st o f the 
o ther v entures and his perso nal fo rtune has 
gro wn to an estimated $400 millio n mo re. 
Fo r a time Mr. Hughes flashed acro ss the 
mo v ie wo rld with a series o f spectacular and 
ex pensiv e films He also retained an early in­ 
terest in activ e av iatio n and achiev ed a rec­ 
o rd shattering ro und-the-wo rld flight in 1939. 
In tho se day s he was much in the public 
ey e. altho ugh direct press co ntacts appear to 
hav e been limited In later y ears as he re­ 
tired mo re and mo re fro m public v iew, there 
aro se a "mav -o f-my stery ” so rt o f legend 
whiJ 1 Mr Hughes has do ne little to diso el 
o ut o f his o wn mo uth o r the wo rds o f asso ­ 
ciates. 


MOSCOW 
An aspect o f the So v iet Un­ 
io n’s ex ternal relatio ns that sel­ 
do m gets much publicity is the 
co nstant — tho ugh still small— 
flo w o f academic, scientific and 
cultural co ntacts with the West­ 
ern w'o rld. Yet it is in these co n­ 
tacts and their dev elo pment that 
so me Western o bserv ers here see 
the best ho pe o f gradually no r­ 
malizing Russia’s relatio ns with 
the no n-Co mmunist wo rld. 


In this respect, an impo rtant 
place to watch is a small to wn 
o n the Vo lga so me 8 0 miles no rth 
o f Mo sco w called Dubna. Dubna 
is the ho me o f the J o int Institute 
fo r Nuclear Research. Set up in 
195 6, it is an internatio nal 
re­ 
search 
o rganizatio n 
co ncerned 
o nly with the peaceful study o f 
nuclear phy sics. 


At the 
mo ment 
the 
member 
states which take part in and fi­ 
nance the 
institute’s wo rk are 
all So cialist-blo c co untries, amo ng 
China, No rth Ko rea and No rth 
Viet Nam. 


Ho wev er, 
co ntracts with no n- 
So cialist co untries are increasing 
and the institute has been v isited 
by many o f the West's mo st emi­ 
nent scientists. Mo re impo rtant, 
info rmatio n is ex changed with re­ 
search institutes abro ad and since 
I960 there has been a perso nnel 
ex change 
pro gram 
with 
CERN 
(the Euro pean o rganizatio n fo r 
nuclear research) which has its 
headquarters at Genev a. 


AT PRESENT there are o nly 
two CERN scientists at Dubna, 
o ne fro m West Germany and the 
o ther fro m Britain All the wo rk 
go ing o n at Dubna is o pen to 
them. 


Altho ugh a 
y ear spent 
there 
do es no t necessarily mean that 
a Western scientist will go away 
with a 
lo t o f 
new 
kno wledge, 
there do es 
seem 
to 
be 
great 
awareness that this is a unique 
chance to help speed up the ex ­ 
change o f info rmatio n o n nuclear 
research with So v iet scientists. 


This is no t to say that there 
is alway s less awareness o f the 
impo rtance o f this o n the So v iet 
side. Dubna’s directo r, Pro f. D. 
I 
Blo khinser 
recently 
po inted

jo urn alist sthat etht so cen wfo 
jo urnalists that the co st o f new 
equipment 
fo r nuclear research

At the mo ment, ho wev er, the 
co o peratio n at Dubna is chiefly 
between scientists fro m So cialist- 
blo c co untries, and the scientific

is 
supplied 
in 
pro po rtio n by these co untries, the 
So v iet Unio n pay ing 47 per cent, 
China 20 per cent and so o n. 
There are 7 0 Chinese at Dubna 
Similarly , 
Dubna is go v erned 
by an administrativ e and a scien­ 
tific co uncil, bo th internatio nal in 
co mpo sitio n. There are 400 scen- 
tists study ing there, half o f them 
fro m the blo c co untries. 
There 
are 
fiv e 
labo rato ries: 
nuclear pro blems, high energies, 
neutro n phy sics, theo retical phy ­ 
sics and nuclear reactio ns. 
Each labo rato ry has o n av er­ 
age abo ut 25 0 scientific wo rkers, 
ex cept fo r the high energies lab­ 
o rato ry which has so me 900 peo ­ 
ple. 
The liv ing co nditio ns giv e so me 
idea o f the direct and indirect 
material 
incentiv es o ffered 
im­ 
po rtant scientific wo rkers in the 
So v iet Unio n. 
A y o ung scientist starting at 
Dubna receiv es fro m 150 to 200 
rubles a mo nth. (A ruble, intro ­ 
duced J an. 1, 1961, was o fficially 
v alued at $1.11 in U.S. currency .) 
The to p salary o f a Mo sco w 
seco ndary scho o l teacher is abo ut

PERHAPS mo re impo rtant in 
a co untry still suffering fro m a 
sho rtage o f liv ing space, ho us­ 
ing co nditio ns are go o d. Rent­ 
as fo r all So v iet citizens—is v ery 
lo w 
Russians who hav e v isited 
Dubna stress ano ther adv antage 
— the sho ps are well-sto cked. 
Dubna was created o ut o f no th­ 
ing in 1947 when the Academy o f 
Sciences decided to set up the 
Nuclear 
Research Institute; that 
was later handed by the So v iet 
go v ernment to the Internatio nal 
J o int Institute. 
It came as a surprise to see 
that part o f the illuminatio n was 
pro v ided by fussy , gilded lamp 
brackets o f the kind seen in o ld- 
fashio ned Mo sco w ho tels. Such a 
co ntrast tells o ne a lo t abo ut the 
strict cho ice o f prio rities the So ­ 
v iet Unio n 
has still to 
make. 
Mo dern light fittings are an in­ 
cidental lux ury that fo r the pres­ 
ent, must be igno red. 


The Internatio nal So cial Serv ice 
o ffice in J apan has been respo ns- 
ble fo r the ado ptio n o f abo ut 65 0 
o f . the 4.000 o f these children who 
hav e left J apan fo r fo ster mo thers 
and fathers in the United States, 
Canada and Euro pe. The ISS o f­ 
ficial said that there was a need 
fo r further 
ado ptio ns o f 
many 
children, particularly in the 9 to 
14 y ears o f age gro up. 


Abo ut 5 00 o f these children are 
in o rphanages but the majo rity 
are being reared by their J ap­ 
anese mo thers o r relativ es.

He said a girl, who se father 
was an American Negro is “ do ­ 
ing well in high scho o l and is 
lo v ed by her teachers and o ther 
students.”

Millio ns o f speeches, statements 
and messages hav e been made 
and billio ns o f do llars spent in 
the y ears since the war to further 
the rev iv al o f free natio ns. 
Our natio nal purpo se was di­ 
rected to the end that Co mmunism 
might no t gro w in tho se co untries 
and that free enterprise might 
prev ail in the free wo rld. 
Ov er-all. the United States dedi­ 
cated itself to the task o f win­ 
ning the war o f trade. 
Thus, it is strange 'ndeed that 
President Kennedy and his sup­ 
po rters in Co ngress 
sho uld re­ 
v erse this po licy by pro po sing a

It also wo uld withdraw Ameri­ 
can inv estment fro m free natio ns.

federal tax o n the undistributed 
pro fits o f fo reign co rpo ratio ns in 
which Americans hav e heav y in­ 
v estments. 
In what fo llo ws, I am speak­ 
ing o f o peratio nal, 
rather than 
ho lding co mpanies. The pro blems 
o f each are quite different. 


SOME PROFITS o f these co m­ 
panies are retained because o f 
the need fo r co nstant ex pansio n 
into new markets and to maintain 
equipment and pro duct quality in 
the 
face o f heav y co mpetitio n 
fro m the rapidly reco v ering eco n­ 
o mies o f the free wo rld. 
These subsidiaries, it sho uld be 
understo o d, do no t co mpete with 
o ur o wn industries, but with fo r­ 
eign pro ducers, including tho se o f 
Iro n Curtain natio ns. No r do they 
deny jo bs to American wo rkers. 
These 
co mpanies 
are 
in 
no 
sense tax hav ens. They were es­ 
tablished 
with 
go v ernment 
ap­ 
pro v al and enco uragement fo r the 
legitimate purpo se o f making a 
pro fit 
fo r 
American 
inv esto rs, 
spreading the name o f the parent 
co mpanies’ pro ducts abro ad and 
ex panding the influence o f the 
United States. 
Their pro fits, when returned as 


div idends to inv esto rs here, are 
subjected to o ur inco me tax , and 
thus they pro v ide rev enue fo r o ur 
o wn go v ernment. 
It has been made abundantly 
clear that the mo ment these un­ 
distributed 
earnings 
are 
made 


subject 
to 
the 
pro po sed 
U.S. 
tax , the go v ernments in the co un­ 
tries where the co mpanies are 
lo cated will slap o n a new tax 
to "so ak up” these pro fits befo re 
they can be liev ied upo n by o ur 
Treasury . Thus, the new tax wo uld 
pro duce little o r no thing fo r the 
United States. 
The finance 
ministers o f the 
six Co mmo n Market co untries no 
do ubt had 
this 
in 
mind when 
they made kno wn 
to Treasury 
y v o uldn’t lo o k with disfav o r upo n 
the pro po sed American tax . But 
Dillo n quo ted them to Co ngress 
fo r the fantastic purpo se o f sup­ 
po rting the bill. 


NOW DILLON really o ught to 
kno w » mo re than

kno w. Fo r he spent fo ur y ears 
in France as o ur ambassado r,

Ho w, therefo re, co uld he be so
